This letter is in response to your e-mail dated April 8, 2012, requesting information pursuant to the 
Freedom of Information Act (FOIA), 5 U.S.C. § 552. Your request was received in this office on April 
9, 2012. Your request has been assigned case number 12-01139-F. Your request was assigned to the 
appropriate office within the Department to search for documents that may be responsive to your 
request. 

You have also asked for a waiver of all fees associated with processing your requests. You will receive 
the records that you requested, if they exist, but, your request for a fee waiver is denied. 

The Department has concluded that you have failed to provide sufficient information to demonstrate 
your entitlement to a waiver of processing fees. Accordingly, your request is determined to be a 
"commercial use" request and, therefore, subject to search and review, as well as duplication or CD 
recording fees. Additionally, justification has not been provided to explain how copies of the 
information you requested will contribute any new significant information to the public's understanding 
of the Department's operation.

You have the right to appeal this fee waiver denial within 35 days of the date of this letter. Your written 
appeal should be accompanied by a copy of your initial letter of request and this denial letter, and 
should contain any evidence or argument you wish the Department to consider in making an 
administrative determination on your appeal.
